‘T13A. A wide flcxibihty lias been provided to 
export houses in the choice of import items. 


Part C 
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It is expected of export houses that they will 
use this flexibility to import items genuinely 
required by them, and by their supporting 
manufactUferSj for export production. A 
close watch will be kept by the Chief Controller 
of Imports .Rnd Exports and the Ihcensing 
authority on the type cf items Imported 
by expert houses and if it is found that an 
export house has been importing items unrela¬ 
ted, and irrelevcntj to its export, an inference 
will be drawn that the said export hriuse is not 
interested in imports for promoting expert 
production. The certificate granted to such an 
export house may not be renewed for, if 
already granted or renewed, may be cancelled 
by the Cliief Contrcllcr t f Imports and Exports 
after giving the export house a reasonable 
oppormnlty of being heard.

“(i) import will be allowed only to hatcheries noti¬ 
fied by the CCi & E from time to time on the 
advice of the Department of AgriculturCj Minis¬ 
try of Agriculture and Irrigation, New 
Delhi. 

(2) Imports by the hatcheries so notified will not 
exceed a celhng of Rs. 2 -l lakhs per annum per 
hatchery on export of hatching eggs, live 
chicks, table cggS and other poultry products. 
A further imp rt upto a limit of Rs. i lakh 
maybe allowed to each notified hatchery against 
exports of only hatching eggs and live chicks.” 


3. The provisions of this Public Notice will be effective on exports made on or after 
1 - 4 - 1977 -
